IF TREATY IS NOT 
SPEEDILY SIGNED 
Unless all President Wilson and the 
spokesmen of our allies in the great 
war have said is a false, we owe it 
as a moral obligation to sign the peace 
treaty, with the league of nations 
provision. 
Had the senate seen the 
horrors of war as the European na­ 
tions have seen them, and as our own 
sailors and soldiers have"seen them, 
they would have signed for a league 
of nations many months ago.
